Of the 2.455 money order offioe* 
in this country, 570 will be authorized to 
issue postal orders on the postmaster al 
New Tork for payment in the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
and pay orders issued by him for sums 
certified by the Poatoffice Department in 
that country for payment in the United 
States. These offices have been selected 
from all the States and Territories with a 
view to accommodating local cities wbere 
the greatest number of such foreigners re- 
side as will be likely to make use of them. 
All exchanges 
will be made through 


the two Government exchange offices in 
New York and London. In this country 
orders can be made only for an equivalent 
-in sterling of a certain sum of money in 
United States currency, which latter 
amount, on being deposited at the lor.a 
office, will be transmitted to New York 
and there converted into a postal sterling 
draft at the current rate fur gold on the 
day of its receipt. This draft is made 
payable by the British authorities on any 
designated locality in the kingdom. No 
single ciders will be issued for more than 
$50, but persons desiring to remit large 
sums can obtain additional money orders.
